1.1.  (SBU)  Pol  Chief  discussed  ref  A points  with  MFA 
International  Organizations  Director  Yacub  al-Hosani  January 
1.16.  Al-Hosani  said  the  UAEG  had  not  yet  determined  who  will 
represent  the  UAE  at  the  conference  on  Afghanistan,  but  that 
the  UAEG  will  support  Afghanistan  and  the  objectives  of  the 
Afghanistan  Compact.  Pol  Chief  used  the  opportunity  to 
review  the  discussions  Assistant  Secretary  for  Economic  and 
Business  Affairs  Tony  Wayne  and  Ambassador  Sison  had  with 
Dubai  Ruler  and  UAE  Vice  President  and  Prime  Minister  Sheikh
